an hour's tension at Honea Path's 
only textile mill, the Chiquola, after 
strikers from nearby Belton had 
come to picket the mill. 


As the 
flying squadron arrived 


here, the plant delayed opening and 
workers and strikers congregated 
on the mill grounds. Suddenly, just 
before 8 a. m, guns began to roar. 
One striker after another dropped 
to the ground, dead or wounded. 
For several minutes, the turmoil 


continued. No one knew who fired 
the first shot. Then the strikers re- 
treated—leaving their dead, assist- 
ing away some of the injured.

This would in- 
dicate the walkout was approximate- 
ly 50 per cent effective over the en- 
tire cotton, woolen and silk industry 
which

Seven*Day Pheasant Season, With 


Bag Limit of Four, Opens Oct. 12 


An open 
season on pheasant \ 
shooting which will be three days 
shorter than last year, with the bag 
limit lor each hunter reduced from 
5 to 4 birds, was announced Thurs- 
day by State Game "Warden Frank 
O'Connell. secretary of the state 
game and park board, for all but 15 
counties of the 93 in Nebraska. 
One 'new county, has been added 
to the area where hunting of the 
pheasants will be permitted. On the 
other hand, only a part of Sioux 
county is to be open. The area north 
of the government ditch traversing 
that county •will remain closed, but 
south of the ditch birds may be 
taken. 


The 7-day open season, comparing I 
with 10 days allowed last year, will ' 
begin October 12 at 7 a. m. and end j 
on the 18th a* 6 p. m. The bag limit i 
of 4 birds •will also be the season 
limit for one hunter. Not more than 
one of the 
four may be a hen. 
under the game and uark board's 
regulations. Deputies Trill be on duty 
in various areas to see that the re- 
strictions are observed.

A STUCK PIG SQUEALS. 


T 


HROUGHOUT the east, criticism is being direct- 


ed against the Roosevelt administration because 


of the rising prices of farm products, which tran- 
slated into practical terms, means higher prices for 
foodstuffs. 


Among the typical samples of this comment is an 


editorial which appeared in the Magazine of Wall 
Street, and from which the 
following includes ex- 


cerpts: 


"It seemed an alluring objective that President 


Roosevelt pointed to in the spring of 1933—the ob- 
jective of much higher farm prices. Now it has been 
attained—partly through the crop curtailment efforts 
of the AAA, but chiefly as a result of unprecedented 
drouth. Now that it is here, one notes strangely lit- 
tle rejoicing at Washington. The New Deal does 
not claim credit. Instead, it sounds an obviously de- 
fensive note as it threatens vague 
prosecution of 


food profiteers and 'chiselers.' 


"Why does the administration so promptly turn 


tail as its promised objective is reached? The an- 
swer is simple. An abnormally fast rise In food prices 
is an undesirable thing, except to a minority ol 
farmers. Further, it has the makings of a political 
boomerang of the first order; and. as such, it con- 
stitutes a New Deal dilemma. It is among the farm 
populations and the mass of wage and salary work- 
ers of small incomes that Roosevelt finds his major 
political support at the present time. To the latter 
class, rather than the wealthy, substantially higher 
food costs are a serious burden. Already organized 
labor is pointing to rising food prices as justification 
for further wage demands. 


"A rising cost of living is a politically unpopular 


thing—unless accompanied by at least a proportion- 
ate increase in economic activities and in average 
income. It is not so accompanied at present. And 
so the urban consumer will blame the AAA and the 
farm consumer- will blame the NRA. Both are rais- 
ers of the cost of living. If food prices should soar, 
urban voters wouldn't like it. If Roosevelt seriously 
tries to stop them from soaring, the farmers—prom- 
ised 192S prices—will not like it." 


* * * 


THAT is partisanship at its worst. 


The Magazine of Wall Street, or any other 


thoughtful publication, it will be agreed, will recog- 
nize that low price levels of both industrial and farm 
products symbolize depression, stagnation, and a 
paralysis of business. If there is anything to consum- 
er demand for goods in controlling the 
prices of 


commodities, no other interpretation can be placed 
upon it. Low prices mean unemployment and des- 
titution. Low prices mean dark, closed factories and 
mills. Low prices mean misery and suffering on the 
farm. Low prices mean that people are without the 
means of purchasing goods, whether they be food- 
stuffs or the articles which come from factories. 


Low prices strangely always have exacted a heavier 


burden from the wage earner and the salaried work- 
er. They have meant idleness for them. Low prices 
mean low living standards-^no profits in operation, 
whether it be factory, farm, retail or wholesale in- 
stitution.

MERIT THE BASIS. 


I 


T IS a straightforward statement of sound politi- 


cal practice which R. L. Cochran. the democratic 


nominee for governor, made at the luncheon of the 
Lancaster County Democratic club in Lincoln last 
Saturday. 


"I am glad to be able to say to the voters of Ne- 


braska that I an under no obligations in the matter 
of making appointments. I have made no pledges. I 
have not promised to retain or to remove any person 
now in the employ of the state. ..The matter of ap- 
pointments is important. I feel that I realize its im- 
portance. If elected, I shall give it the most serious 
consideration with a view of selecting only those 
who are competent and efficient. 
My appointments 


shall be strictly on a merit basis and I shall not be 
influenced by previous records in factional matters. 
I feel this is the only sound approach to making ap- 
pointments. It would seem to me there should be no 
issue between my opponent and 
myself 
upon this 


question. There can be no issue unless he takes the 
position that every appointment from top to bottom 
is bad and prejudges every appointment without in- 
vestigation and adequate knowledge. I cannot go 
that far. I could not remove any employe who is 
known to be efficient and whose services may be 
nearly indispensable for one untried, and I cannot 
feel that my opponent would be justified in taking 
such a position. On the other hand, I shall not hesi- 
tate to remove any employe where, upon investiga- 
tion, I am convinced I can make a better appoint- 
ment. I have an ambition. I would like to appoint 
men and women who would make an outstanding rec- 
ord for themselves, the party, and the state." 


That is a very concise, honest, and satisfying dec- 


laration on the part of Roy Cochran. It is a chal- 
lenge to his republican opponent to meet him on the 
same ground and base public service upon the sound 
foundation of public welfare. That should be the 
basis of appointments. The question of patronage in 
its relationship to politics is important only in the 
sense that it calls to service the best qualified men 
and wrx-ien available. 


MRS. G. W. HOLDREGE. 


'RS. G. W. Holdrege. whose death occurred in 


Omaha, was a splendid type of pioneer woman.

She had 
an alert mind, read widely, and as her husband, pos- 
sessed that spirit which translates itself into the up- 
building of communities. She-was a charming wom- 
an, kindly, sympathetic, with deep cultural tastes. 


which faced the United States in 1933 


was an unprecedented low level of prices. Corn sold 
for from 8 to 10 cents a bushel, and all other farm 
products on a parity, it was slowly but steadily 
crushing the farm population. For years, the crowd- 
ed cities in the industrial regions were blissfully in- 
different to the fate of the farmer. Seemingly it 
made no difference whether he sank or swam.

For a time, 
there was a real and a sincere feeling in the urban 
centers that until the farmer was able to get a more 
equal distribution of national income, there could be 
no hope for recovery. But the minute that the shoe 
begins to pinch, that the prices of farm products 
and foodstuffs advance, then the industrial regions 
Jill the air -with protest, and the old cry is raised by 
its spokesman.

RURAL STUDENTS AND HIGH SCHOOLS. 
r iS a very regrettable situation, and one that will 


arouse deep sympathy among other people of Ne- 


braska, which finds a great many boys and girls from 
the country unable to attend high school outside 
their home districts the coming year bscause their 
parents have no money to pay for their transporta- 
tion back and forth or to cover the expense of board 
and lodging in town. 


This situation is reported to exist in a number of 


places throughout the state and is primarily due. of 
course, to the ravages of drouth which destroyed 
farmers' crops and forced many of them to sell off 
their livestock for lack of feed. 


In a great many cases, perhaps, ways and means 


can be devised through which the young people who 
have completed the work in rural schools may. after 
all. have the chance of perfecting their elementary 
education by entering high school. Determination, 
coupled with a willingness to endure some hardship, 
often overcomes what appears at first to be an in- 
superable obstacle. Abraham Lincoln obtained his 
schooling under very great difficulties. Some of Ne- 
braska's middle-aged and elSerly citizens can look 
back to pioneer days when they managed to acquire 
the rudiments of an education under very consider- 
able handicaps. 


The federal government has 
been 
appealed to. 


through the state superintendents office, to advance 
money for paying expenses of rural students in high 
schools who otherwise might be forced to stay at 
home. While the object in view is a worthy one. it 
may not ba possible to meet the request. TJncle Sam 
is pretty heavily burdened already with relief de- 
mands and is paying out large sums to supply neces- 
sities of life for people who need help, 
including 


thousands of farmers and their families in Nebraska. 
The old gentleman's shoulders are pretty broad and 
his back i/ strong, but still there is a limit to the 
load he can bear up under. 


Nebraska laws are such as to hold down the cost 


of rural students go'ng to high school in town to a 
minimum. High school tuition is paid out of a 
county fund raised by taxation in all districts that 
do not have such institutions of their own. Trans- 
portation lo and iro is usually provided by the rural 
district for its own pupils. It is conceivable that tri 
year the resources of some smaller districts may be 
so low that this expense will have to be eliminated. 
However, it may be possible for families living near 
each other in the country to go in together and ar- 
range to ccnvey their children in groups from their 
homes to town and back again each day. 


This will depend 5n some measure on the condi- 


tion of the roads. It Li thus brought home, forcibly 
to the people of Nebraska who live in the country 
that the hishway program being carried out jointly 
by the stale, the federal government, and the vari- 
ous counties is something which directly concerns 
their welfare. 


The farmers of this state and their families have 


never been accustomed to sitting down and bemoan- 
ing the unfortunate happenings which befall them. 
Their habit has been to do the bes*. they can under 
all circumstances, however bad they may be. Their 
attitude will be the same now as in the past. It may 
be safely predicted that a considerable percentage of 
the boys and girls in rural homes eligible to attend 
high school •wffl ttanagt to get there. «cme way «

was 
'wrong. H 
he's wrong again, of course, it won't 
even be adjacent. Ross, according 
to all accounts, has matured men- 
tally and physically in the last few 
months and will be harder to beat 
this time.

Relief officials chaited the course of 
v inter work for the needy unem- 
plo>cd today in the face of the fear 
of private business that It was men- 
acing competition for pnvate pro- 
ductici 


They said they wanted the work 


of people on relief rolls to take care 
of relief needs. 


Construction of low-cost homes 


for destitute families was outlined 
officially as an important project al- 
ready started and destined to ex- 
pand with these other projects to be 
utilized • 


Repairing rundown houses in ex- 


change for their use by persons on 
relief; making of dresses, towels, bed 
comforters and mattresses in relief 
sewing rooms, canneries run by 
state relief administrations to can 
vegetables grown in the gardens of 
relief workers and part of the meat 
bought by the government from 
drouth hit farmers, highway and 
park improvements, jobless teachers 
to conduct •workers' classes and re- 
lief nurseries, destruction of old, 
unsafe buildings—especially in slum 
areas—is to be carried on, profes- 
sional and "white collar' workers 
used wherever possible, in statisti- 
cal surveys for the government and 
cler.cal positions 


Pressure has beoi brought bv pri- 


vate business to prevent relief of- 
ficials from carrying out plans to 
make shoes in shutdown factories 
reopened 
by 
the 
state 
relief 
agencies. 


Protests also met the pian for 
making mattresses in relief work- 
shops from surplus cottcn bought 
by the government, but officials re- 
plied that neither relief agencies nor 
the people on their rolls could buy 
mattresses.
